CACHES. 


The Kcllacce of Arctic Travelers For Food 


on a Return Journey. 


An arctic expedition moving overland 


practically ahvr.ys intends to return by thc 
ramc route. Even in these days of com- 
pressed foods the weight of several months' 
provender for a large party is considerable. 
In caches it is. therefore, stowed along the 
route several days' journey apart. 


'What is simply a holo in thc ground is 


first dng, a icatter of extreme ditlioulty at 
times. 
Then, 
painfully 
digging 
else- 


where, earth is brought to the surface aud 
n quantity of this is dumped into the bole. 
Ice is incited and the water from it poured 
upon the earth, the entire mixture freez- 
ing in a few moments into a compact 
mass. This is the bottom of the cache. 
On it the provisions tho party want to put 
aside for a future day are laid, so many 
pounds for each man, carefully calculated. 
There should be just enough to support 
life comfortably until thc next cache is 
reached on the return, with two or three 
days' rations over for emergencies. 


With stones, ico ami snow tho walls of 


the cache aru now built up, water being 
poured over the snowy structure hermetic- 
ally to seal it. It is a point of honor, 
among oven tho poorest natives, not to 
rifle a cache unless in cases of thc direst 
necessity, but thc provisions must bo kept 
safe from tho bears. Properly built tho 
structure is impregnable, and it needs the 
work of pickaxes to tear it open. 


It is marked by anything that tho cs- 


plorers can spare or find in tho \icinity, 
generally by a staff of wood. 
In Siberia 


tho tooth of a mammoth is net infrequent- 
ly used. Despite this precaution, however, 
many caches can ne\er be found again. 


If rendered provisionless in this manner, j 


tho party must resort to its guns and hunt I 
for tho muek ox, tho white bear and the j 
seal, which sometimes are in easy reach, 
more frequently not to be found at all. 
Game in thii-u regions is never to bo de- 
pended upon.—.New York Tribune.

LOXDON. May 28, 2:00 A. M.—When 


Lord Roberta wrote his first despatch 
to the war oflico from the Transvaal ter- 
ritory, shortly before two o'clock yes- 
terday'afternoon, he was fifty-one miles 
from Johannesburg and seventy seven 
miiej fr&m Pretoria. His vastly su- 
perior forces had crossed the Vaal river 
(their la&t great natural obstacle) at 
three points. The Boer rear guard was 
at Meyerton, ten miles from Vereenig- 
ing. 
The main Boer body ia making 


toward the Klip river hills, which cover 
the south side of Johannesburg. Sev- 
eral correspondents wire ine London 
papers that President Kruger'a proc- 
lamation to the burghers, asking them 
to vote for or against continuing the 
war is understood to say that they can 
quit now with good hope of retiining 
their farms, or Bght it ou- to the bitter 
ead. It is the belief among the officers 
of Lord Roberts' army that the Boers 
are about to surrender. Some of the 
correspondets wire that there are 15,000 
foreigners in the Boers ranks, but this 
is not regarded as credible. A pitched 
battle Is thought to be imminent at 
Laing's Nek, where General Buller is 
facing the Boers, who have been rein- 
forced so that they number from eight 
to ten thousand, including a large body 
from Ladyrand and fresh commandos 
from Pretoria. General Bailor's officers 
think it doubtful if the Boers can show 
the ssme obstinacy which characterized 
them at Ladysmith. General Buller is 
causing many arrests. Mr. Gawthorpe, 
a chemist, and his wife have been taken 
into custody on the charge of high 
treason. 
General Bundle is slowly 


sweeping the eastern section of the 
Free State. Wholesale surrenders are 
expected in that district, but they have 
not yet occurred. The British in Mefe- 
king have been indulging iu some lively 
cricket matches. The relieving force is 
resting. Lord Roberts bus wired the 
w*r office that he has urgent need of 
more rolling stock and a London paper 
reports that orders for fifty locomotives 
and many cars have been placed in the 
United States, bacause the English 
manufacturers are unable to turn them 
out speedily enough.

FIRST SOUTHERN TORPEDO. 


Csed ID the James Klvcr After the 


at Seven Pines. 


Tho story of the first torpedo -which waj 


Invented and used by General Gabriel 
Bains during the war with the Seroinole 
Indians, April, 1S40, ended in tho fighting 
of 10 soldiers, who had gone with Captatu 
Rains to investigate tho cause of tho ex- 
plosion, with some 100 or more Indians, 
and among the casualties the wounding 
of the captain and his being carried to 
Fort King in the arms of his men. 
An- 


other and second torpedo had been previ- 
ously placed at the post by him, and soon 
after the fight 1,000 or more troops were 
collected there, and it became such a dread 
to tho -whole army that a soldier guard 
was put over it until Captain Kains wa» 
ablo to yo and take it up. 


"Suppose," said one officer to another 


high in rank, "that the captain had died 
of his wound.
